JUDAEA.  WIDOW’S  MITES. 

(The  bronze  coins  described  below  are  guaranteed  authentic  specimens  of  coins 
circulating  in  Palestine  in  Biblical  times.  They  are  of  the  same  class  to  which  there 
is  reference  in  the  Bible,  (12th  chapter  of  Mark),  as  the  Mites  of  the  Widow,  who 
gave  more  than  the  rich  of  their  abundance,  for  she  gave  all  she  had.  Some  were 
struck  before  the  advent  of  Jesus  Ghrist,  some  just  at  the  time  of  his  birth,  and  some 
date  from  the  era  of  the  two  Revolts  of  the  Jews  against  the  Romans,  at  the  end  of 
which  their  country  was  uprooted  and  those  who  did  not  perish  by  the  sword  or 
flame,  were  scattered  all  over  the  earth.  We  have  an  authentic  coin  struck  by 
Pontius  Pilate,  procurator  of  Judaea,  under  whose  tenure  of  office  Ghrist  was  cruci¬ 
fied.  These  coins  are  usually  somewhat  worn  and  not  very  artistically  modelled 
either,  but  of  outstanding  historical  and  spiritual  value,  as  witnesses  of  hallowed 
memories. )
